Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an agreement was 
reached, or any other comments: Ms. Cochran, Applicants' atty, contacted the Examiner regarding the claimed priority 
for the instant application as stated in the Office Action dated 6 July 2010. Ms. Cochran indicated that the 
continuation and provisional priorities as stated in the Office Action were incorrect. Upon further evaluation, the 
Examiner confirmed Ms. Cochran's findings. Ms. Cochran further indicated that upon correction of the priority date of 
the instant application, the applied 102 rejection should then only be applicable under 102(a) and not 102(b). The 
Examiner indicated that she would review the priority claims of the instant application and advise Applicant in a follow- 
up telephone interview of the correct priority date accorded the claims in the instant application. On 13 August 2010, 
the Examiner contacted Ms. Cochran to indicate that the disclosure of the prior filed provisional applications, U.S. 
provisional application no. 60/623,387 filed on 29 October 2004, U.S. provisional application no. 60/614,518 filed on 
29 September 2004, U.S. provisional application no. 60/592,744 filed on 29 July 2004, U.S. provisional application no. 
60/570,282 filed on 11 May 2004, U.S. provisional application no. 60/555,813 filed on 23 March 2004, U.S. 
provisional application no. 60/539,387 filed on 26 January 2004, and U.S. provisional application no. 60/526,769 filed 
on 3 December 2003, did not provide adeguate support for the claimed subject matter because they do not disclose 
the moiety of claim which encompasses the full scope of the claims, particularly that of variables G and R1. Thus, the 
earliest priority date accorded the claims is that of the filing date of PCT/US04/41004, which is 3 December 2004. 
Furthermore, in response to Ms. Cochran's guery regarding the 102 rejection based on WO 03/031464, although the 
priority date of the instant application has been corrected to 3 December 2004, the applied 102(b) rejection still stands 
because WO 03/031464 was published 3 April 2003, more than 1 year prior to the earliest accorded priority date of 
the instant application. The priority date as indicated in this Interview Summary amends that stated in the Office 
Action dated 6 July 2010 .

A complete written statement as to the substance of any face-to-face, video conference, or telephone interview with regard to an application must be made of record in the 
application whether or not an agreement with the examiner was reached at the interview.

In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1 .1 1 1, 1 .135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1 .2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.
